THAT Texas Publio Oervioe Company be and the same is hereby permitted to lay and

construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets;

(1) A gas main in IA9T THIRTY-FIRST STREET from Red River Street westerly approxi-
mately two blocks to Waller Creek, the oentexline of which gas main shall be 18 feet
north of and parallel to the south line of said East Thirty-First Street* Said gas main
deeoribed above shall have a cover of not less than 3 feet*

The Texas Publio Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the Oity of Austin
does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other underground utilities
but Is based upon the beat reoorde we have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated
does not have any reference to the faot that greater depths may be required at special
points* When the Texas Publio Service Company requires definite information upon the
ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of their assign-
ments they shall apply to the Oity Engineering Department not less than three (3) days
before euoh information is required* The Texas Publio Service Company is further put
upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of
any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines named in this resolution*

And that wherever pavement is out in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be

used at intervale during the course of back-filling of the ditches*
That the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in the streets,

and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have been laid,ehall
be under the supervision and direction of the Oity Manager, and under all the pertinent

terms and conditions of the certain franchisee granted to said company by the City of
Austin*

The request of Mrs. J. M. Orawford, owner of property in the 1400 block on South
Congress Avenue, haa requeated the Oity Oounoll to grant her permission to construct a
sidewalk on a grade which is not In accordance with any engineering atandard*

Mr at Orawford owns both business and residence property on the west side of Congress
Avenue immediately north of Elisabeth Street, both pleoea of property already have build-
ings In place. The aidewalk area of the buaineaa building adjacent to the corner baa
been oonatruoted of oonorete for about fifteen years. The north end of this walk adjacent
to her residence property is about 3 feet above the gutter line. A atandard grade for
buaineaa property would place the sidewalk only 15 to IS Inohea above the gutter line*
Inasmuch as no changed use or ownership of the property la anticipated at thla time, I reo-
onmend that the special grade aa requeated by Mrs. Orawford be granted by the Oity Oounoll*
Assuming that thla grant will be allowed , I have prepared a resolution which, if adopted,
will permit same*
